Painting Rocks With Oatmeal

CANADIANIZING THE 
FOREIGNER IN WEST 


CITY OF CALGARY MAKES Good 
CITIZENS OUT OF THE NEW- 
COMERS 


Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach- 
ing the Foreign Element of 5 Pop- 
ulation, is Meeting With Marked 
Buccess—One Way to Make Good 
Canadian Citizens. 

(By Charles Stokes) 

The assimila.ion of the foreigner 
fe one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Canada re- 
ceives an esormous immigration, of 
which approximately 25 per cent. is 
drawn irom non-bnglish speaking 
countries, and the mere attraction of 
these people to her shores is sot the 
completion of her respons:bilities. 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not sutfic- 
fent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
come and a readiness to accept the 
newcomer, whatever natioulity he 
represents and whatever ongue he 
Speaks, a8 a man and a brotu-r, Of 
his own part, the foreigner is g2ner- 
ally in fuilest sympathy w.th any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere of the 
Dominion. But he comes from coun- 
tries were vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
and to set the impress of Canadian 
ideals upon the heterogeneous .nass 
of wh.ch be is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to. reduce the for- 
eiguer, adult though he may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
to start right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstac’>» (o over- 
come is his ignorance of English. 
Once that is removed, he is »ot only 
enabled to make a bette’ living, but 
can be tuught the pr.nciples of citi- 
gzenship. 

An object lessor in the successful 
Canadianization of the foreigne: was 
afforded the write: at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
eigners conducted by the Calgary 
schoo! board. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the westermost 
prairies, situated as it is a consid- 
erable dstance from any other big 
centre in Western Canada, and be- 
cause of the tweniy-two uundred odd 
Miles that stretch between it and the 
Atlantic seaboard, t does nct receive 
very much immigration of the rather 
objectionable kin? that is t. be found 
in some eastern cities, but mostly of 
the progressive and educated type 
that is part of the march of civiliza- 
tion. Its foreign-born newcomers be- 
long not to the blac hand but the 
Universal Association of Workers. 
But despite the fact that -he average 
is possessed of an education that 
might be called fairly good. a very 

reat p:oportion cannot speak Engz- 
ish; and it wes to help these per- 
sons, male and female, tat these 
classes were instituted three years 
ago. 

I believe I am correct ‘tn st-tine 
that such classes, although now be- 
coming common, were never taken up 
as a civic duty instead of a philan- 


thropical task until Calgary entered 
the field. At som. point English 


classes for foreigners had been start- 
ed as part of religious sch*mes, but 
never apparently by any city itself. 
The classes (which are held at night 
and are intended for adults, not 
children) are conducted by the city 
of Calgarv as a branch of ‘ts very 
Mberal policy of technical education, 
and for auministrative purposes come 
under the direction of the supe n- 
t.ndent of techuical educstion, Mr. 
T. B. Kidner. At the beginning of the 
first season, two classes were held; 
now there are elven classes, with 
nine instructors, the attvndance at 
which during the season just closed 
Was no less than 4/7. 

The classes are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
“those who have been in the country 
under six months; seconuly, for inter- 
mediate students. who have been’ in 
the country less than one year; third 
and fourth, .dvanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed class of students at 
various stages. The system used in 
imparting instruction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
a@ny person of even meagre education. 
fe almost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Esneranto or some such uni- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 
municating with students of so many 
nationalities as tiis—Scaadinavians, 
Blavs, Teutons, Latins, and 30 forth. 
In the Berltiz system, no other lang- 
uage {is used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation ig under- 
taken by ‘he instructor. The speak- 
ing of English is the first effort and 
then successively reading and writ- 
ing. In the intermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have heen held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fested in the discussion of such top- 
{es as prohibit’on, women’s suffrage 
and the advantage or disodvantages 
of city life as compared with country 
life. That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish. Swedish and Austrians can 
be brought to such perfection that 
they can argue on controversial mat- 
ters in a 'anguage which until a few 
months before had heen nnknown to 
all of them is, incidentally, a great 
achlevement. In the advancec froups 
of the classes, a book on civics has 
been stuaied’ and the students have 
acquired an introduction to a know- 
ledge of the eovernment of the city, 
the Jrovince of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
until, as one student volunteered, 
from being unacquainted, with Eng- 
Mish they had in a year been advanced 
to being able to read newspapers and 
to take interest in all political issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem. 

The closing exercises were attend- 
ed by a large number of people—the 
students themselves, the friends they 
had brought with them and who, not 
having attended the classes, sat gog-

In the days of the 
Prosperous slave trade centred in 
Zanziba: the prisoners of war were 
sold to dealers and carried out of the 
country, but now that the trade has 
anguished with the establishment of 
European rule the serfs remain ar: 
work in the country until they can 
purehase their freedom. 

There are estimated to be at pres 
ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
Mast Africa. Their numbers are rap- 
daly dwindling and in fifteen years’ 
time “serfdom” will, it is estimated, 
be extinct.

COAST DEFENCE TRAINS 


French Have Designed Moveable 
Forts for Protection of Long 
Coast Line 

An entir coast-defence battery 
mounted on railway trucks is the 
answer of French military authorities 
to the que*tion of how to secure posi- 
tive defense over long coast lines 
with economy. The advantages ciain- 
ed for these mobile batteries are the 
economy in the preparation for th? 
defence of any place, as the batteries 
on wheels cost less than permanen 
fixed batteries and can be gent to 
threatened points from places \. here 
they are not needed, the only expense 
being for laying the rails. Then, too, 
ho coast-defence plans can be sold to 
the enemy, no vhotographs, or draw- 
ings stolen, for no permanent works 
Indicate where the salient points of 
this defence cre located. No special 
roads need be laid, for military rail- 
Ways can be used in time of peace for 
commercial purposes, and in war 
time, peaceful roads utilize? for war 
purposes. The guns so far manufac- 
tured for this work are of howitzer 
pattern, and in 7.87-in., 6-in.. and 4.7- 
in sizes. They are protected by tur- 
rets, and the ammunition cars are ar- 
mored. An interesting feature of 0.1¢ 
car used in the French manoeuvres is 
an observation tower extending some 
40 feet above the vail tops 


Suez Canal Deeepr 
Announcement has just been made 
that the deepening of the Suez canal 
has been completed, and the water- 
way now has a depth of 29 feet for 


its entire length. Originally it was 
planned to give the canal . depth of 
26% feet, and for years. after it 


was completed this cepth was main- 
tained. Increase in the size of ves- 
sels routed through this short cut to 
the Orient made it necessary to deep- 
en the cut, and dredging operations 
conducted in the early eighties added 
one foot to the depth. Six years ago 
the new finished undertaking was 
begun, and throughout the 100 miles 
of navigation from Port Said to Suez 
dredges have removed silt and sand, 
deepening the waterway tn

PLANNING FOR A 
CANADIAN. HIGHWAY 


AN INTER? ROVINCIAL HIGHWAY 
FRO’ THE ATLANTIC TO 
THC PACIFIC COAST 


Scheme Is Now Well Launched and t- 
Recei.ing Considerable Attention 
by Various Associations East and 
West Throughout the Dominion. 


An_ inter-provincial highway, run 
ning from the Atiantie to the Pacifia 
coast, is a schemc. that igs receiving 
considerable attention at the present 
time. Various associations have been 
organized with a view to bringing 
about che coustruction o. this route, 
and its ultimate success now seema 
certain, This scheme was first moot- 
ed three or four years ago, and the 
possibilities were chown by the trip 
undertaken by H. J, Wilby. The out. 
come of the agitation in favor of this 
scheme was the organization of what 
has become known ag the Dominion 
Highways association. This organiza- 
tion has gone to considerable ex. 
pense in order to educate the people 
of Canada to the immense value of 
Such an inter-provinciel route. 

As with all big schemes, public 
opinion moves but slowly, and where 
the scheme deserve: merit, i: usually 
sets it—it is only a question of time, 
The early endeavors of the Dominion 
Highways Association and various 
other bodies did hot readily succeed, 
but the weight of their arguments is 
now being felt. Motorists especially 
are acknowledging the merits of tha 
Proposal, and this fact was no more 
clearly shown than when the Saskat- 
chewan Motor League recently organ- 
ized at Regina, took up <S one of its 
first subjects, the broposal » have an 
interprovincia] highway. The scheme 
was readily endorsed, and the views 
of this new league, which igs repre- 
Seniative of Saskatchewan, will] be 
placed before the provincial govern- 
ment. There seems little doubt but 
that the Saskatchewan government 
will deal with the matter at its uext 
session at Regina, as well as other 
provincia] 8overnments. The federal] 
fovernment already the matter

The scheme jn feneral provides for 
a road from coast to coast, travelling
